To Prevent the Erosion of Hill 
Lands. 
' 
In th<* following article we quo!«* 
largely from Bulletin 
No. 
706. 
However we insist that every far­ 
mer in the county read carefully 
every word in this article for we 
feel that our 
county is 
loosing 
more heavily from this cause than 
from any other. Furthermore we 
are arranging to do a large amount 
©f this work in tile county, and all 
we ask is for you to let us know 
when you want the work done. 
We will he in the office at the 
Chamber of Commerce 
building 
regularly on each Saturday, and 
we especially invite you to come 
in and let us talk over any char 
acter of work you contemplate. 
Some have reported leaf worms 
destroying the cotton crop. 
If it 
is troubling you come in and let us 
plan his utter destruction. 
Others have been losing some 
few hogs. 
If we should have an 
epidemic of hog cholera it would 
mean much loss to the county and 
to m any individuals. 
However, 
the disease can be readily checked 
if proper steps are taken, so if you 
have any trouble along this line, 
com e in and let us talk over the 
situation, for it can be stopped. 
One other thing now forces it­ 
self on our attention. 
We have 
promise of a large cotton yield, 
yet the market, for lint and seed is 
not at all favorable, so the advice 
of the government officials is to 
store aR much of the seed cotton 
as possible, or the ginned cotton if 
you wish to use the seed. 
Now to our subject. The most en. 


during form of wealth is real es­ 
tate. 
The most useful of all real 
estate is agricultural land. 
The 
greatest problem before any coun­ 
try or people today is that of the 
maintenance of good farm land, 
because upon the producing power 
of the land must depend any last­ 
ing prosperity. 
Upon the resour­ 
ces of the farm all life depends, 
and as the 
w orld’s 
population 
grows, the question of maintain­ 
ing and increasing its producing 
capacity will become of more vi­ 
tal importance. 
Any system of management that 
lessens the producing capacity of 
the land should he looked upon 
with disfavor. The result of such 
a course are soon felt by every in­ 
dustry in the country. 
Everyone 
who has experience or who has 
made observations, 
knows 
that 
when farm lands art* reduced in 
fertility it involves a great deal of 
time and labor to restore them. 
Several cause* contribute to pro­ 
duce this condition. (1) The n at­ 
ural formation causes the soil to 
wash readily unless carefully han­ 
dled. (2) The long open winters 
with frequent torrental rains, and 
the absence of humus or of the 
cover crop to help hold the soil 
particles in place. (3) The unwise 
.system of skimming over the land 
when plowing, with no regard for 
the lay of the land in making the 
rows, which are as frequently up 
and down hill as otherwise. (41 
The continual growing of cotton 
on the same 
land. 
Cotton is a 
clean culture crop and completely 
exhausts the store of natural hu­ 


mus, returning but a small pro­ 
portion of that removed. (5) The, 
last and most important cause to 
be named here, and the one upon 
which most stress will b<* laid in 
this paper, is that of drainage, or 
proper handling of the water. 
The general neglect in regard to 
drainage on most of the 
cotton 
farms in the hill sections, where 
the greater part of the cotton is 
produced, has caused thousands of 
acres to be abandoned entirely. 
These lands have become so gul­ 
lied and worn from bad treat­ 
ment and heavy rains that their 
cultivation is no longer profitable. 
(Awing to the sandy loam nature of 
the top soil, and the clay subsoil j 
underlying it, 
after the 
net to ! 
(abundant original supply of h u - ! 
mus is gone, the surface is carried 
by the heavy rains into the streams 
and deposited in the lowlands and 
river beds out of reach of eulti- 
;vation. Much fertile of which has 
¡been applied to supply the plant 
food is carried off in the same way 
before it reaches the plant roots. 
Although the poor plowing and 
unscientific methods of cropping 
have exhausted the humus so that 
lands once valuable are now w orth­ 
less, farms can usually be restored 
to productiveness, quickly and suc­ 
cessfully by the right methods. 
First Step—Before the best ter- 
Jracing can be done 
the 
rough 
places must be removed, gullies 
filled, and the land given a good 
supply of vegetable humus. 
As 
humus accumulates plowing should 
(he gradually 
deepened 
until a 
good depth of loose dirt is obtain­ 


ed. 
It is always best to do this 
work before permanent terraces 
are laid out. 
Because it is much 
more difficult to do a good job of 
terracing unless the field is in or­ 
der. 
As much of the surplus w at­ 
er will he taken care of in this 
way. 
Second Step—The true terrace 
is made by throwing up all land 
down hill in breaking, allowing 
the first furrow* to lap on the un­ 
broken space, each time, so as to 
raise the surface at this time as 
quickly as possible. 
The terrace row* is laid off by 
the use of a level. A uniform fall 
of four to eight inches in 100 feet 
should be allowed on steep lands 
and proportionately less on roll­ 
ing lands. 
This must be changed 
to meet local conditions; w*here 
the rainfall is heavy, as in many 
parts of the South, the greater 
fall is needed. 
The distance be­ 
tween terraces is also governed by 
the steepness of the land. 
The fall between them on steep 
hills should not exceed three feet, 
while on slightly rolling lands four 
feet may be given. 
A good out­ 
let necessary. 
The construction 
is much easier and more economi­ 
cal than at first thought possible. 
The embankment can 
be 
mads 
largely w’ith the plow by lapping 
on the 
unbroken 
ground 
and 
throw ing furrows toward the cen­ 
ter until the desired width is ob­ 
tained. 
The width will be gov­ 
erned by the ideas of the maker. 
A bank wide enough for three 
row*s is preferred. The height as 
w*ell as the width to which this eiu. 


hankment should be made depends 
upon the rainfall it must with­ 
stand. 
The main 
feature is to 
make it strong enough to stand 
against any possible emergency. 
Third Step—Confer with me as 
to arrangem ents for 
doing 
the 
work as soon as your land is clear 
of crops.
